While reports today from upper 


stretches of river territory were, on 
the whole, encouraging to thousands 
of high water refugees in towns along

LEVEES IX DANGER. 


Those points -which are being given 
the greatest attention included the 
Reelfoot Lake levee, several 
miles 
south of v Hiekman, 
Ky. 
A narrow 
strip of land separates the Mississippi 
river from Reelfoot Lake at this point 
and the efforts of a thousand or more 
laborers are being devoted to strength- 
ening the levee that protects several 
communities In northwest Tennessee. 
Flood warnings have been sent to 
all points along the lower river and 
thousands of refugees are seeking tern, 
porary homes in the high lands.

Operators Declare They Are 
Willing to Stand on Decision 


of the Committee 


NEW YORK, AprH 5.—The anthra- 


cite coal operators took cognizance to- 
day of widespread reports that the 
mine workers are planning to press 
their dernands fon recognition of the 
United Mine Workers of America by 
Issuing a statement declaring "they 
are willing to stand absolutely jupon 
the decision of the anthracite Strike 
committee with respect to this de- 
mand." 


Following la the statement in part: 
"Tho operators 
have consistently 


held that It was unreasonable to ask 
them to enter into a contract with a 
union controlled by workers engaged 
in bituminous mining and unrcason- 
ahlP t" p°l: them to cr.t-T into a con- 
tract with a union controlled by work- 
ers engaged in mining a rival indus- 
try. They Were upheld in this by the 
strike commission which declared that 
the first requisite for trade agreements 
In the anthracite industry'Should be 
organization 'governed by the anthra- 
cite mine workers and free from con- 
trol or dictation by the bituminous 
mine workers.' None of the reforms 
In organization that the commission 
recommends have been made and to- 
day tho operators are asked to do 
precisely the thing which the com- 
mission with full power declined to 
direct tl".cr.\ lu Jo.

ALt IN SERIOUS CONDITION. 


"All of the patients are considered to be in a very precarious con- • 


dition by Dr. O. D.,*Hamlin, who is attending them. The Kessler 
"family were removed to the Providence Hospital at 10 o'clock this 
morning, .where it is probable that they will be confined for manj^ 
weeks. 


In spite of the painful injuries 'he had received, Kessler, lay on his 


cot in the hospital through^the, remainder.of the night arid'cheered 
his. wife who groaned with'.pain. ' He. succeeded;.in?keepirig -up. her 
spirits until morning by telling' her/ that he had sustained but a 'few 
minor scratches and that their' daughter was only slightly injured 
and sleeping. He is-a Heavily-built man. It Was not until "his'fare-- 
ily had preceded him to' the Providence Hospital that he showed 
any signs of giving in to his own sufferings'.

At the time the accident occurred the family were on their way 


to their home at 1011 Madison street from1 an-evening spent at Ye •

CONFLICTING STORIES TOLD, 


•Conflicting stories as to just what happened ~ were related this 


morning by those who were made victims and by Flagman Michael 
McEnerney, who was stationed at the crossing.,

The noise of the inpact was" heard/or several blocks and theories 


of the injured attracted many persons to the scene. Miss.Kessler 
was picked up nearly a block away from the crossing, having been 
carried on the front of the train. 


The cab was a complete wreck, practically nothing but the metal 


parts .being intact. The steel work of the body was carried several 
hundred feet beyond Eleventh street before the train was brought 
to a stop.

Agency, was a witness to the accident. He rushed to the aid of the 
victims and assisted in having them removed to the Receiving Hos- 
pital. Dr. Hamlin, chief surgeon, and his staff were summoned and 
the patients given every possible attention. 


HURLED THOUGH THE AIR. 


"I saw the train an instant before we were struck," said R. T. 


Kessler this morning. "It ,all happened so quickly that I do( not 
remember just what happened-afterwards. I just felt that we were 
being hurled through the air and then I was numbed by pain. I 
saw the watchman wave a signal light, but I believe it was a white 
one. I did not sec a red light at all. We were driving quite rap- 
idlV. but I think there was no warning for us to come to a stop or 
of an approaching train." 


Miss Irma Kessler had not regained consciousness up to noon to- 


day, but her parents revived shortly after the accident, and were 
both conscious of considerable pain. Jones, the chauffeur, became 
delirious and was unable to make any cone^cnt statement of the 
affair. 


The accident is one of the most tragic that has occurred since 


the installation of the new electric system. With the whole family 
entrapped in the small quarters of the taxicab they had no oppor- 
tunity to jump or to free themselves. Xot even the chauffeur had 
moved from his seat, be'/ieving evidently that he could get across 
the track before the train reached the crossing. 


Motorman Edwards was formerly an engineer of the old steam 


locomotives. He was the first of the newly broken-in motormen 
to meet with an accident. Last fall he ran into an automobile that

He must 
have been at the side of the street. The tram did not whistle^as it 
approached, and the first thing I knew the machine had crashed 
into the foremost car. I hurried to the scene of the trouble and as- 
sisted in picking up the injured. The flagman on duty at night 
sometimes is lax, and does not go to the middle of the street. I be- 
lieve that this was the case at the time of the accident. Had he 
been in the middle of the street he would have been run down, as 
the machine was running pretty nearly in this position " 


Jones, the injured chauffeur, has been driving for the taxicab 


company for about two weeks 
He roomed at 1566 Webster street. 


A sister, Mrs. Charlotte Hill, lives at 129 Haight street, San Fran- 
cisco. She was apprised of the accident and came to Oakland this 
morning to attend her brother. He will be removed to a hospital 
this afternoon if his condition permits. 


"Dick" Kessler, as he is familiarly called, is one of the best known 


men in Oakland, having for many years been connected with the 
Pabst Cafe Company, associated with Thomas W. Collins & Com- 
pany of San Francisco. He is also widely known among the theatri- 
cal profession throughout the country. Former Senator A. E. 
Muenter of San Francisco is a close personal friend and has taken 
charge of his affairs to some extent.

OHIO RECEDES. 


GALLIPOLIS, Ohio, April 5.—The 


Ohio river began receding today after 
reaching forty-four feet, or five feet 
above the" danger line at the mouth 
of the Great Kanawha river. Several 
thousand acres of bottom farm lands 
are flooded.

amendment fixing tha responsibility for

member of the school boaid, should be

amendments the speaker explained that 
this leslsUtlon was to put street open- 
ings directly under the supervision of, 
the commissioner of public vvoilcs •nltli- 
otu an added fee, and this disposes of the 
costly practice of luring commissioners 
for tl.e sole purpose of effecting tho 
openings. 
Reapertlng the tax amendment, Auudl- 
tor M. L. Hanscom made a plea for a 
rate that would In some manner bei com- 
mensurate with tha 
needs of the city. 
"Tho city council is continually receiv- 
ing uigent requests for money," he de- 
fin red, "and we are far from being able 
to satisfy tne demands "We do not want 
this added tax for future improvement

B D M Greene presented figures that 
conclusively showed the necessity of a 
tax increase. 
He showed how various

ing. Greene urged more money for pres- 
ent needs, and a tax rate that will ade- 
quately meet the needs of the future. 


GENERAL DEBATE. 


Following these discussions there was 
a general debate on the amendments, and 
all but the liquor amendment were heart- 
ily endorsed. The debate on the liquor 
amendment between Gelder 
and 
Reed 
was a feature In Itself 
Gilder who took 
the stand first emphasized the point that 
If the charter intended to make Berkeley 
a prohibition city,, the effort was prov- 
ing futile. 
He said, in part: 
"If adopted this amendment will enrich 
the city $10,000 additional each year. 11 
will increase business in all parts ol 
the city."

Reed stated in reply:

show me a saloon keeper who has not 
broken the laws. If there are blind pigs, 
should -v.'e suppose for a minute that the 
sealed package store will put them out 
of business? 
The fact that liquor is 
sold legally will not prevent Us being dis- 
posed of contrary to the license laws. 
We cannot get away from It The amend- 
ment would be a form of disciminatlon 
between East and West Berkeley mer- 
chants, for they would be enjoying a trade 
feature down there that -would be denied 
the merchants within the mile limit."

iting labor on government work b> pri- 
vate contractors to eight hours a da> 
was ordered favorably reported from the 
Senate committee on education and la- 
bor today 
The bill already has passed 


the House 
No amendment was offered 


by tho Senate committee 


The bill has been the object of so- 


rlous attack by manufacturers and gov- 
ernment 
contractors 
throughout 
the 


country. 
They contended that it de- 


prives a man of his constitutional right 
to work as long as he wants to, will pro- 
hibit men from working overtime on 
hurried government contracts, and will 
place great hardships on tho contractors 


The bill directs that all government 


contracts shall stipulate that parties do- 
Ing work for the government—both con- 
tractors and sub-contractors—must op- 
erate on an eight-hour basis. It would 
not affect contracts for land or water 
transportation, 
transmission of Intelli- 


gence or for such articles as usually may 
be bought In open market, except armor 
and armor plato.

Oakland Has Been Fortunate. 


The Pacific Coast may be classed among the ''also rans" as a 


beneficiary of the government in the matter of river and harbor ap- 
propriations. A repot ^ recently issued by the secretary of war shows 
that, since the beginning, the government has expended on the At- 
lantic seaboard livers and harbors SloJ,806,936 11, on the gulf coast 
$54,043,30990, and on riveib and harbors of the lake states $82,- 
963,716.73. In contrast to these appropriations, the total expendi- 
ture on the Pacific Coast harbors and navigable streams has been 
$39,365,108 38. 


That part of the report which segregates the expenditure by 


states shows that there are several single states on which the gov- 
ernment has expended more money for river and harbor improve- 
ment than on the whole of the Pacific Coast rcg;on. For instance,! 
New York's rivers and harbors have received Federal aid to the 
amount of 341,925.351.80. 


Oakland has been fortunate, through able representation in Con- 


gress, to obtain a fair share of government aid for the city's excellent 
harbor as compaied with thac received by other Pacific Coast ports. 
A new appropriation of $200,000 is practically assured and has been 
gained largely on account of the enterprise shown by the city in 
helping herself by voting more than two millions in bonds for water 
front improvement. 
And yet the Federal appropriations are not 


commensurate with tl.e,amount of money which has been and is to 
be spent by the municipality and by private concerns in improve- 
ments along the city front. 


Governor Johnson's explanation of why he forsook Ls. Follette 


for Roosevelt is quite different from the one Chester Rowell gives 
for the switch. Rowell said he saw no hope for La Follette in this 
State because Rudolph Spreckels declined to come forward with the 
sinews of war. 
Governor Johnson expplains that he went over to 


Roosevelt because Walter T. Houser, La Follette's manager, told 
him Battle Bob was down and out and couldn't make the campaign. 
Mr. Houser has emphatically denied this, so the issue, so far as the 
Governor is concerned, is one of personal veracity, which is unfor- 
tunate, to say the least. Governor Johnson fortifies himself with the 
statements of a number of persons, but as his witnesses are in the 
same boat with himself and offer precisely the same evidence in their 
exculpation, the corroboration does not add to the weight of the 
testimony. 


Now it is Vermont that has gone for Taft. The State convention 


has not been held yet, but the delegates have been chosen at a 
primary election. Thry stand 421 for Taft and 245 for Roosevelt.

High School Education. 


Pr. Frederick Burk, president okthe^State Normal School in San 


Francisco, has presented for ths consideration of educators and the 
public at large a mo^t interesting pamphlet concerning' the modern 
high school course of study. His plea is that too much attention 
is devoted to ancient history while important economic and political 
events of the present day are ignored. In support of his contention 
he offers in evidence some results of statewide examinations he car- 
ried on among high school students. If it were not for Dr. Burk's 
recognised standing and authority one c6uld""scarcely believe the 
dense ignorance of current events and public men displayed by some 
of the high school students. For instance, here are a few samples: 


"Who is Samuel Gompers?" "The king of Democrats.'" "A 


character in a book written by 
." "A politician without scruples." 


"Member of Congress." 


About Pinchot, the conservator, some answered as follows: "A 


great French politician." "An explorer." "The only Pincho I ever 
heard of was a game called Pincho." 


Booker T. Washington, the eminent negro educator, was called: 


"The assassin of Lincoln." "The name of a town in the state of 
Washington." 


Diaz, the ex-president of Mexico, was spoken of as: "An early 


Portuguese explorer." "The first to go around the cape of Good 
Hope." "The discoverer of what is ntw the territory of Mexico."

after the San Francisco State Normal School will examine its stu- 
dents on questions "that are in the present melting pots of public

much as schools of the modern type; schools which shall teach the 
great problems of today and not the petty gossip of forgotten yester- 
days ; schools which shall ring with the hammerstrokes of the world's 
workshops and not echo the hollow mockeries of tim^-dried 
pedantries."

OFF BY BIG EAGLES 


SANTA BARBARA,' April B.—Giant 


American eagles, some of them meas- 
uring seven feet from tip to tip, are 
rapidly exterminating the wild ani- 
mal"! that infest the Channel l^lanrls. 
Their specialty la the wild boar and 
fox, and it is said their warfare dur- 
ing the past year has been so vigor- 
ous that the two species now are 
nearly extinct. 


The method employed by the eagles 
says Captain Pepper, superintendent 
of Santa Rosa island, in catching and 
killing tho animals is spectacular. 
Tho giant birds know their strength, 
and that they could never carry a 
live, squirming boar to their aerie. 
They lift tho animal to a height of 
probably 75 or 100 feet and then drop 
It.

Attaclcs are confined to tho young 
bonr anrl fox The eagles afe capable 
of lifting only thirty or forty pounds 
and, consequently, do not bother tho 
full grown animals.

X these common sense days the habit of wearing 
heavy black clothes for mourning is becoming a fash- 
ion of the past. Today we seldom see heavy mourn- 
ing' upon any But widows. It is appropriate for them, 
and no one else. To swathe little children.in black, 
as a constant reminder of a sorrow .which §thcy do 


not understand, is a punishment for them and takes away every 
beautiful suggestion of childhood. We can earnestly mourn the 
loss of a loved one without covering ourselves with black 
clothes. 


Men_ of today have almost absolutely abandoned the heavy 


mourning' custom. They wear only the black band on the left 
sleeve of their coats as a sign that they have lost some one clear 
to them. Nothing that any one wears can express the loss one 
feels, so why wear the heavy, somber, melancholy black? I have 
seen women at the theater, sitting prominently in boxes, and at 
dances, gowned in black from their heads to their feet, dancing 
and enjoying themselves, forgetful of the incongruity of the sit- 
uation.

Director of Lick Observatory 


Tells of the Value of 


Astronomy. 


UATVERSITY 
OF 
CALIFORNIA, 


April 5.—The value of astronomy and 
the nature of double stars -were dis- 
cussed 
by 
Professor Rohprt Grant 


Aitken, acting director of the Lick 
Observatory, in a public lecture at 
the university yesterday. Dr. Aitken 
said: 


"Every steamer 
that 
crosses the 
ocean is guided on the last analysis 
by the researches of the astronomer. 
Every act of daily life is governed by 
the time observation's of the astron- 
omer. 


"The 
study of astronomy gives a 
broader outlook upon our tftdly lives, 
gives t>- some true idea, of our rela- 
tion to the whole scheme of things." 


Professor Aitken discussed double 
stars. 
A double star he defined as 


"two stars that seem to be -very close 
together in space, so that while the 
naked eye or small telescope will show 
them as one, star, larger telescopes 
will show them as two. In reality 
they are tied together by forces that 
compel them to move around a com- 
mon center of gravity. 


"The force which holds the stars 
together is the same 
as 
the force 


which hoids the planets in their course 
about the eun." 


"We are compelled to believe," he 
said, "that the law of gravitation is a 
universal Ia\v, operating' as well among- 
the distant stars as among the planets 
moving about the sun. 


"Double stars aro very numerous, 


101,000 such stars having been found 
in the northern hemisphere of the 
heavens. One out of fourteen of the 
brighter stars is a double star, and 
about one star in every eighteen. The 
north, star is itself a double star and 
is constantly in motion."

0. — Journalism as a vocation for women 
was the subject of a lecture at thn uni- 
versity yesterday afternoon by Mrs. IJrn- 
est S. Simpson of San Francisco. 


"Oppoitunltles for women for success- 


ful service in the newspaper world," said 
Mrs. Simpson, ' are 
comparatively few, 


but st-ccess is well worth while. There is 
no sex In payment. The menial equality 
01! men ana women ia rccosnlzed m the 
newspaper office but physical Inequality 
has also to be recognized. 
The news- 


paper woman can't scramble after a car 
as a man can and often must and she 
can't follow u story Into a saloon, or 
Into any disicputabla place 
She Is not 


available for a wreck stoiy nor for a 
fire, where- a woman will suffer more 
from a diw.ching '.han will a jnan. Of 
1.15 on the staff of a metropolitan news- 
paper, not more than eight will be wo- 
men."Women make good 
society 
editors. 


Good society editors are scarce and get 
good 
salnries. 
Practically 
everybody 
reads society news. A good engagement, 
particularly if the story is a. scoop, al- 
ways makes a happy newspaper editor. 
Scandal is not as welcome as, news of an 
engagement or v, eddlng " 
His. Simpson named as special fields 


open to women In the newspaper field 
the co\ermg of the news of women's 
clubs, work as illustrators,, as book re- 
viewers and critics and as special writers, 
particularly of human 
interest stories. 


The comic supplement was said to offer 
a profitable field for the woman gifted 
with a sense ot humor and the ability to 
develop original ideab. 
"In the Sunday 


supplement,' 
said Urs. Simpson, "the 
greatest possible liberty is taken with 
the facts. 
"A newspaper Ionian must be physi- 


cally strong and not be 
afraid of the 


dark. She must be always ready to fore- 
go an engagement and to miss dinner 
with the family at home. In no profes- 
sion Is woman's personality more con- 
spicuous. She must be conscientious and 
gracious arid ne\ cr permit herself to get 
angry. She should cultivate the detective 
sense, report .all news without bias and 
eliminate the phrase, 'I can't.' 
College 


training is not necessary but the news- 
paper woman of the future will be laigely 
the college graduate. 
"Newspapers do not run a kindergarten 


department. 
The way to get Into tbe 
newspaper 
field is to bring the editor 


a good piece of news, to take the news- 
paper the wares it wants. 
Newspaper 


work Is not for girls. 
The atmosphere 


of a.-newspapei office is far from nor- 
mal, and is likely to prove demoraliz- 
ing- to a. j-ojng girl, giving her the wrong 
point of view. 
"Ufe as it "should be lived becomes al- 
together too tame. I would bar a girl 
from the newspaper office until she Is 
25 years of ago, except in the case of 
women who have had a, college course. 
Journalism makes a woman familiar with, 
the seamy side of life and Is likely to 
result in sophistication and to lead to 
•materialism. 
The 
newspaper 
woman 


must attend to the development of the 
spiritual side of lier life and not grow 
blase. 
"Marriage," declared Mrs. Simpson, al-

Bunnell, no- 
tary public,1 In which ho takes exception 
to his criticisms being called a "most 
damnable falsehood."

SPEAKS OF CONVERSATION. 


In part his affidavit follows: 
"For tho benefit of the present editor 


of the Callfornlan and for tho student 
body at large I would like to call the 
editor's -attention to a certain conversa- 
tion' which he had with me In Bonlt Hall 
last .Tuesday when I told htm that RO 
far as I knew ho had 'never personally 
refused to accept any article On 'alco- 
holics as affecting the student body or 
tha'. A.-8. U. C..' 
AV that time I also 


denied the charge that I had ever made 
any such statement, but told him frank- 
ly and distinctly that the Callfornlan had 
'turned down' certain articles concerning 
temperance at a previous time. 


"These articles were written by my- 


self and wore mailed to the editor In en- 
velopes bearing an address. They were 
never returned to me and I therefore 
am entitled to presume that the editor 
received them.
